DIRECTORS’  REPORT. 


In  offering  the  twenty-second  annual  report  to  the 
public,  the  Directors  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
Sanatorium  continues  to  hold  an  increasingly  useful 
position  in  the  community.  The  slight  change  of  policy 
instituted  a  year  or  more  ago,  by  which  the  Sanatorium 
is  made  to  serve  a  class  of  patients  who  have  very  few 
opportunities  offered  them  elsewhere,  has  been  eminently 
successful.  By  the  change  of  the  price  of  board  to  ten 
dollars  a  week,  we  can  offer  the  prospect  of  renewed 
health  to  women  of  a  refined  class  who  are  unable  to 
meet  the  demands  of  more  expensive  sanatoria.  At  the 
same  time  we  can  give  such  patients  certain  necessary 
refinements  of  surroundings  without  making  them  feel 
that  they  are  recipients  of  charity. 

The  Sharon  Sanatorium  thus  holds  a  rather  unique 
position  among  others  of  similar  nature;  for  the  poorer 
classes  have  now  several  state  institutions  devoted  to 
their  needs,  while  the  wealthier  classes  have  the  more 
expensive  sanatoria  at  their  command.  There  is  a  de¬ 
cided  lack  of  accommodation,  on  the  other  hand,  for  people 
of  refinement,  but  of  limited  means.  It  is  for  this  last 
class  that  the  Sharon  Sanatorium  is  intended. 

It  is  impossible,  however,  with  the  present  high  cost 
of  living,  to  meet  current  expenses  even  with  the  increased 
income,  and  we  are  still  dependent  upon  the  public  for 
substantial  aid  in  meeting  the  annual  deficit.  During

the  past  year  we  have  given  no  public  entertainment  to 
increase  our  funds,  but  have  depended  upon  occasional 
gifts,  the  income  from  annual  subscriptions,  and  the  board 
of  patients,  to  meet  our  expenses.  An  addition  to  our 
Endowment  Fund  has  been  given  us  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  “Slater  Fund,”  $2,500  having  been  sent  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  for  that  purpose  in  October  last.  Generous  addi¬ 
tions  to  this  fund  are  earnestly  solicited. 

The  “Lovering  Fund,”  the  income  of  which  goes 
towards  assisting  worthy  people  who  are  unable  to  meet 
the  full  price  of  board,  is  slowly  increasing;  but  it  needs 
large  additional  sums  to  meet  the  urgent  necessities  of 
the  case. 

Our  “Reunion  Day”  on  the  first  Saturday  of  October 
continues  to  meet  with  a  gratifying  response  from  former 
patients  who  have  regained  their  health  and  been  active 
workers  since,  some  having  been  at  Sharon  more  than 
fifteen  years  ago.  The  good  effect  of  these  visits  from 
former  patients  upon  those  in  the  Sanatorium  cannot 
be  over-estimated.  To  use  the  expression  of  one  of  our 
recent  patients,  “The  sight  of  these  women  who  have 
regained  their  health  is  a  better  tonic  than  any  medi¬ 
cine.” 

During  the  past  year  a  resume  has  been  made  of  the 
after-results  of  medical  work  done  during  the  years  1891- 
1911,  inclusive,  at  Sharon.  Inquiries  sent  to  every  past 
patient  whose  address  could  be  found  have  brought  out 
the  fact  that  during  the  twenty  years  preceding  and  up 
to  February,  1912,  81  per  cent,  of  the  patients  who  were 
discharged  either  as  “arrested”  or  “apparently  cured” 
cases  were  at  time  of  writing  in  good  health  and  active 
in  daily  occupations  of  differing  natures. 

The  above-mentioned  percentage  is  all  the  more  re- 
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markable  from  the  fact  that  the  ordinary  amount  of 
sickness  and  death  to  be  expected  even  among  normal 
persons  of  ages  such  as  are  found  among  those  here  con¬ 
sidered  would  have  been  very  considerable. 

It  must  be  remembered,  moreover,  that  among  these 
patients  were  some  who  had  very  marked  symptoms  of 
disease  and  were  not  expected  to  recover.  The  almost 
inevitable  relapse  of  such  unfavorable  cases  under  or¬ 
dinary  conditions  of  life  naturally  reduces  the  percentage 
of  permanent  recoveries,  and  emphasizes  the  often-re¬ 
peated  advice  to  adopt  sanatorium  methods  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease. 

The  number  who  were  discharged  as  only  “  improved,” 
but  who  afterwards  by  judicious  methods  of  life  have 
become  “apparently  cured”  cases  are  not  included  in 
the  above  percentages;  but  they  serve  as  additional 
proof  of  what  has  been  accomplished  at  Sharon  in  teach¬ 
ing  people  how  they  can  take  care  of  themselves.  Added 
to  this  is  the  somewhat  intangible  but  undoubted  fact  of 
the  educational  value  of  a  stay  at  the  Sanatorium  upon 
all  patients,  who  act  as  missionaries  after  their  departure 
and  thus  serve  the  cause  of  Preventive  Medicine. 

As  an  example  of  this,  the  following  words  from  a 
former  patient,  a  school-teacher  who  left  the  Sanatorium 
nearly  fifteen  years  ago,  are  given:  “You  will  be  glad  to 
know  what  a  good  year  1912  has  been  to  me.  Not  a 
single  sick  day,  but  almost  constant  gain  both  in  strength 
and  weight. 

“It  has  long  been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  pass  on  the 
‘  gospel  of  fresh  air 7  wherever  there  was  a  chance  of  its 
bearing  fruit.  The  school  children  especially  are  very 
responsive,  and  take  great  pride  in  telling  me  what  they 
are  doing  at  home  in  keeping  the  air  fresh  and  sweet,  by 
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day  as  well  as  by  night.  Although  there  has  been  much 
sickness  this  winter  among  the  children  of  L.,  nearly  all 
my  large  flock  have  kept  well.  Naturally,  I  cannot  help 
feeling  that,  perhaps,  my  preaching  has  not  been  in 
vain.” 

We  believe  it  will  be  of  interest  to  our  readers  to  give 
here  an  extract  from  a  recent  medical  article  presented 
by  Drs.  Bowditch  and  Griffin  before  the  American  Cli¬ 
matological  Association  last  June,  entitled  “Subsequent 
Histories  of  Tuberculous  Patients  Treated  during  the 
Years  1891-1911  at  the  Sharon  Sanatorium,”  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Associa¬ 
tion,  December  14,  1912: — 

“In  reviewing  the  work  accomplished  in  the  last  twenty 
years,  we  feel  that  our  attitude  has  been  one  of  conser¬ 
vatism  in  regard  to  the  results  obtained.  When  one 
reflects  on  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  twenty  or  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  recalls 
the  sense  of  hopelessness  that  was  felt  whenever  a  patient 
presented  himself  with  symptoms  of  pulmonary  disease, 
especially  among  the  less  favored  classes,  we  feel  that  we 
are  justified  in  looking  with  great  satisfaction — even 
enthusiasm — on  the  work  of  twenty  years  at  the  sana¬ 
torium. 

“It  is  often  impossible  to  impress  on  others  by  figures 
alone  facts  which  through  long  years  of  experience  stand 
as  positive  proofs  to  us  of  what  we  wished  to  obtain.  It 
was  never  believed  or  even  hoped  that  sanatorium  treat¬ 
ment  alone  would  eradicate  tuberculosis;  but  it  did  not 
take  long  to  convince  us  that  it  was  a  great  step  in  the 
right  direction  and  that  infinitely  more  could  be  done  than 
heretofore  to  bring  people  back  to  health,  even  under 
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what  had  been  considered  in  former  years  most  unfavor¬ 
able  conditions. 

“In  stating  our  results,  it  must  be  remembered,  too, 
that  in  using  the  term  ‘arrested’  we  have  applied  it  to 
the  results  obtained  in  many  cases  in  which  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  treatment  the  physical  signs  and  symptoms 
of  disease  were  well  marked,  and  in  spite  of  which  con¬ 
dition  a  successful  result  was  often  obtained  for  a  number 
of  years.  The  surprising  part  has  often  been  that  such 
patients  have  remained  so  long  without  relapse  on  re¬ 
suming  the  ordinary  conditions  of  life. 

“With  greater  confidence  than  ever  before,  we  feel 
that  sanatorium  treatment  is  one  of  the  great  and  im¬ 
portant  factors  to  be  resorted  to  in  conjunction  with 
every  other  known  method  of  combating  the  disease 
which  still  holds  the  highest  place  in  the  mortality  list 
of  the  civilized  world.” 

The  custom  of  receiving  visits  from  medical  students 
of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  under  the  auspices  of 
Dr.  Edwin  A.  Locke  has  been  continued  with  success. 
Personal  examinations  of  the  patients  are  not  made,  but 
detailed  descriptions  of  the  methods  employed  are  given 
at  the  Sanatorium  by  the  Medical  Director  and  the 
Medical  Superintendent, — a  procedure  which  we  believe 
of  inestimable  value  to  those  who  are  about  to  become 
practising  physicians.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  AND 

MATRON. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Sharon  Sanatorium: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen , — In  expressing  my  thanks  to 
you  for  enabling  us  to  make  the  patients  more  comfort¬ 
able  in  taking  the  treatment  in  all  weathers,  I  am  glad 
to  state  that  the  roofed  and  screened-in  verandas  still 
form  a  source  of  comfort  and  pleasure.  The  patients 
have  been  specially  grateful  in  the  summer  for  the  roof¬ 
ing  and  screening  of  the  sun  parlor  veranda,  and  in  winter 
it  gives  them  another  sunny  place  in  which  to  take  the 
fresh  air.  A  contented,  cheerful  spirit  has  prevailed 
during  the  year. 

The  annual  reunion  was  very  encouraging  to  the 
patients,  as  they  could  see  the  results  of  a  stay  here  in 
the  persons  of  vigorous-looking  women  who  came  back 
to  talk  over  their  life  here  and  to  renew  friendships.  It 
certainly  is  encouraging  when  those  who  have  been  gone 
from  here,  some  of  them  more  than  fifteen  years,  return 
looking  the  picture  of  health. 

It  has  been  my  special  privilege  to  receive  many  dona¬ 
tions  for  the  “Lovering  Fund/’  many  of  these  gifts  having 
come  from  former  patients.  Having  had  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  seeing  the  benefit  given  by  this  fund  to  worthy 
young  women  who  are  unable  to  meet  the  full  price  of 
board,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  tell  of  the  interest  expressed 
by  former  patients  in  the  growth  of  this  fund. 

A  long-felt  need  was  supplied  by  the  recent  gift  of  a 
democrat  wagon  for  marketing  work.  A  friend  has  also 
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from  time  to  time  added  to  our  Library.  The  generosity 
and  courtesy  of  F.W.  Bird  &  Co.  in  furnishing  us  with  paper 
supplies  is  deserving  of  sincere  thanks. 

We  have  succeeded  in  raising  a  large  crop  of  potatoes 
of  fine  quality  and  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  Sana¬ 
torium  both  for  consumption  and  for  seeding;  and  we 
shall  be  able  to  sell  nearly  one  hundred  bushels,  thus 
bringing  in  a  small  income  to  the  Sanatorium.  We  have 
also  added  to  our  treasury  by  the  sale  of  a  large  amount 
of  chestnut  wood  for  telegraph  poles  and  railroad  ties 
during  the  past  year,  under  the  supervision  of  Messrs. 
Fisher  and  Bryant,  foresters.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 


Full  capacity  of  the  Sanatorium . 24 

Number  of  cases  admitted  since  Dec.  1,1911 . 49 

Number  of  cases  discharged  during  the  year . 46 


Of  the  46  cases  discharged  during  the  year  3  stayed  less 
than  a  month.  Four  others  did  not  react  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  test  dose  of  tuberculin,  and  there  was  one  case 
which  proved  to  be  cancer  of  the  lung.  This  leaves  38 
cases,  therefore,  to  be  considered  in  detail  in  this  report. 
A  tabular  view  of  these  cases  follows,  classified  still  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  suggestion  of  the  National  Association  for 
the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  From  this 
it  may  be  seen  that  there  were: — 


Apparently  cured .  23  =  60% 

Arrested .  S  =  21% 

Improved .  3  =  8% 

Not  improved  .  4  =  10% 


The  percentages  remain  about  the  same  from  year  to 
year.  This  would  indicate  at  first  glance  that  with  a 
given  number  of  cases  just  so  much  might  be  accom¬ 
plished.  We  feel,  however,  that  the  ability  to  cure  pa¬ 
tients  is  increasing,  and  certain  cases  that  would  formerly 
be  considered  ineligible  for  admission  may  now  be  re¬ 
ceived  with  a  fair  expectation  of  relief.  The  endeavor 
to  obtain  early  cases  should,  however,  be  persisted  in, 
since  with  these  recovery  can  be  almost  assured  (87  per 
cent,  of  incipient  cases  were  discharged  “apparently 
cured”  this  year),  and  the  more  advanced  cases  should 
be  accepted  only  at  times  of  an  unusual  number  of  va¬ 
cancies.

We  are  heartily  in  favor  of  the  plan  by  which  for  the 
last  three  years  small  sections  from  the  fourth-year  class 
of  the  Harvard  Medical  School  have  come  out  at  inter¬ 
vals  to  be  shown  over  the  Sanatorium.  Their  instructor, 
Dr.  Edwin  A.  Locke,  states  that  the  men  find  this  exercise 
very  interesting  and  helpful. 

In  our  treatment  we  still  rely  chiefly  upon  the  trinity 
of  fresh  air,  good  food,  and  rest  combined  with  regulated 
exercise.  Graduated  manual  labor  is  used  as  a  thera¬ 
peutic  measure  with  marked  success.  In  summer,  gar¬ 
dening  and  light  forms  of  outdoor  work  are  used;  in 
winter,  brush-cutting  is  substituted.  As  specific  forms 
of  treatment,  we  have  used  tuberculin  for  nine  years  in 
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selected  cases  with  increasing  belief  that  in  many  in¬ 
stances  it  has  a  markedly  beneficial  influence.  As  to 
its  immunizing  effect  in  the  prevention  of  recurrent 
attacks  of  the  disease,  we  are  unable  to  make  positive 
statements;  but  we  are  inclined  to  believe  in  the  theory 
advanced  by  some  that  a  prolonged  and  careful  use  of 
tuberculin  tends  to  lessen  the  danger  of  relapse.  During 
the  past  year  we  have  resorted  to  the  operation  of  pro¬ 
ducing  “Artificial  Pneumothorax/’  which  is  now  claim¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  the  profession.  In  one  case  certainly 
the  marked  improvement  which  occurred  by  its  use, 
after  months  of  discouragement  and  ill  success  by  other 
methods,  has  encouraged  us  to  try  it  in  other  cases.  As 
in  the  use  of  tuberculin,  we  believe  that  this  method  should 
be  used  with  great  caution,  and  not  until  the  technique 
of  the  operation  is  thoroughly  understood  by  the  operator. 

We  are  indebted  to  Drs.  Walter  C.  Bailey,  Cleaveland 
Floyd,  and  Samuel  Robinson  for  occasional  assistance 
during  the  past  two  years.
